Cork Corporation on March 30 of 
this year. He was a well known 
Sinn Fein leader and, prior to his 
election, had been deported and im- 
prisoned several time*, one of the 
latest notable instances of his con-

When arrested on A-og: 12, Mac-; 


Swiney managed to escape to the' 
street from the back of the 
city 


hall,' which soldiers had surround- 
ed, but was captured outside. He 
was taken to the military barracks 
and came up for trial on Aug. 16.

Brother Is Summoned. 


John MacSwiney and the chaplain, 


who had been waiting down stairs 
in the prison were told by prison of-

Demonstration Is Feared 


As soon as the news of the Lord 


Mayor's death spread through the 
city, people began moving toward 
Brixton prison. The police, did not 
allow anyone to move into the street 
leading to the prison entrance, keep- 
ing the people moving so that a 
crowd would not form. Fears had 
been expressed that the Lord May- 
ors de'ath might cause a demonstra- 
tion at the prison. 


The MacSwiney family arranged 


for the removal of the body from 
•:he prison to St. George's cathedral, 
in London, as soon as the inquest 
was 
ended. The body will lie in 


state there until it is taken to Dub- 
lin where it is planned to place the 
'jpdy for a day or two in the Man- 
sion House. 


MacSwiney's grave will be along- 


side that of his official predecessor 
Lord Mayor 
Thomas .MacCurtain, 


who was shot :n his Cork home on 
March 20. .'-acSw ..:y wilj be the 
fourth to be buried in this plot, the 
others being MacCurtain, Shamua 
McQuirke, who was taken out of his

News of. MacSwiney's death had 


not become known in the

around Brixton prison- until after 9 
o'clock. The -usual large contingent 
of police was on duty inside the 
prison grounds to prevent any de- 
monstration, but outside, and along 
one road tehding to the main high- 
way, 
there were no unusual signs of 


activities. ' No civilians were wait- 
ing there, as tibey. usually did in the 
early days of the lord mayor's hun- 
ger strike, 


Inquest to Be Held. 


It is probable, the inquest will be 


held at the 
prison today, " after 


which the body will be turned over 
to relatives. 
MacSwiney was un- 


conscious for 36 hours before his 
death occurred, it is stated, Father 
Dominic, therefore, was unable to 
give him communion, but he admin- 
istered extreme unction.

MESSAGE WAS SENTftN WISCONSIN 


Experiment Amazed Legislators Who Were Present at 


First Test; Message Sent to Science Hall 


at University 


Slnco 1879 whan 
the first tele- 


phone message In Wisconsin ( was 
sent over improvised wirel from the 
old, oil-lighted uwembly chamber mt 
the state capital to Science hall at 
the university, tie telephone Bystem 
haa grown into a powerful,, state- 
wide organization. 


Where 41 years ago a group of 


assembly members 
listened 
with 


marvel to the magic 'words issuing 
forth from 
a telephone receiver, 


now over 870,000 people have their 
individual 
telephones and 
over a 


million people directly benefited. 


The experiment which convinced, 


a group of legislators that the in- 
vention of the telephone was. practi- 
cal was conducted at the assembly 
chamber of the old state capitol in 
this city. For many months leading 
scientists in the country had been 
experimenting along the line of a 
telephone that could transmit over 
the wire the sotmd waves of a voice. 
Following the invention by Alex- 
ander Bell, it was announced in this 
city that a remarkable experiment 
would be conducted in which 
the 


possibility. of transmitting the hu- 
ninn voice would be clearly proven.

The high price paid for 


beets, and the fact that refineries 
guaranteed the farmer all the sugar 
h« wanted for 10 cents a pound, arc 
the reasons 
given by Mr. Becker 


for this large increase m the acre- 
age put to beets. Also the farmers 
have learned to use the tops for 
cattle feed, "and the value of beets 
as a crop has greatly increased. 


The five refineries of the state are 


located at Chippcwa Falls; Madison 
Janesville, Menominee 
Falls, and 


Green B»y. One hundred seveuty- 


thousand tons of beets are re- 


fined at these factories, but the re- 
mainder of Wisconsin's large crop 
of 222,000 tons must be taken care 
of outside the state. Illinois refin- 
eries will handle Wisconsin's sur- 
plus. 
The new refinery at Green 


Bay is being rushed to completion 
in order to take care of this year's 
crop. The factories will begin op- 
erations Oct. 20, which is a little 
late.
